Department, under the title of As- 
sistant Matron, from 1869 to 1871. 

In 1871, vacancies occurred in 
the corps of Instruction, and iMiss 
Bice was ai>pointed a teacher, be- 
iuf: as.siK'ied to a class of beginners 
at the Mansion I}ouse. 

In October, 1879, when the Tar- 
rytowu branch was opened as a 
primary school for little boys, Miss 
Rice was one of the teachers who 
was sent there, and she remained 
until the branch was closed, in .Tune 
1883 In the fall of that year she 
resumed her old position as a teach- 
er at the Mansion House, and con 
tined until June, 1897, when fail- 
ing health necessitated her retire- 
ment, the Board of Directors, in 
consideration of her long and faith- 
ful service, voting her a life pen- 
sion. 

Upon beiug released from the 
arduous work of teaching, Miss 
Rice went to California, where she 
lived until October of Ihst year, 
when she again came Kast and 
made her home with her only bro- 
ther, ill N'(v\v llavo.:, Ct. 

Her death, which came unex- 
pectedly, was caused by cancer, 
to which no doubt may tip attribut- 
ed the increasing feebleness which 
caused her to bid farewell to the 
classroom and the little deaf boys 
for whom she entertained a motherly 
affection. 

She was a very successful teacher, 
and exerted a salutary influence up- 
on the head and heart that clung to 
her pupils throughout all their lives. 
In laying the foundation for beauti- 
ful penmansliip she excellt'd ; and 
in t he geiier.il <'l;is.si ooni W(U'k, she 
cirncd the reputal ion of being one 
of the very best educators of the 
young that the New York Institu- 
tion has ever had. 

The following minute, adopted by 
the Boanl of Directors, on the oc- 
casion of her lelirenient from active 
.service, shows the estimation in 
which she was held : — 

"Throughout all these years 
(twenty-eight), she possessed a re- 
markable influence over succeeding 
generations of little boys, at the 
Mansion House Kindergarten, 
whom she regaided as her children; 
and, ever alive to their best in- 
terests, she instilled among them all 
an earnest desire for refinement, 
propriety, and all the virtues, to 
such an extent that her memory 
will always remain devotedly cher- 
ished by those she has been instru- 
mental in raising from the helpless- 
nets of ignorance lo the full strength 
of intelligence." 

To the many friends who have 
loved her long and well, she will 
be only " a blessed memory '" in the 
days to come. Endowed with a 
nature robust in its sincerity; its 
d(>votion to duty; its earnest ness 
and keen sense of justice and honor; 
she has entered into the peace and 
reel of the " Better Country."

In our last week's issue, we said 
that it Wiis rumored that Miss L. C. 
Rice, a former teacher of the Man- 
sion Hoiise, was dead.. The rumor 
was confirmed by the Principal in 
the chapel, Sunday morning. 

Miss L. C. Rice died of cancer, 
on March llth last. She became ;i 
member of the Institution Staff of 
Insti iK'tors, first as teacher of sew- 
injr for the girls in 1S('>1), then in 
1871, teacher of the Kindergarten 
Department in the Mansion House, 
which position she kept till 1897, 
when she was retired on account of 
old age, with a pension. Mi.ss liice 
al tended and served the In.stitutiou 
t'altlifully and had the honor of be- 
ing one of the oldest teachers of the 
school until her death. While tell- 
ing us about her. Principal Ourrier 
asked all those who had b^en taught 
liy Miss Kice to stand, and when all 
were counted, they numbered sixty- 
nine. The IMncipal then toid 
them that their duty it would be 
by purity of life and character to 
l)ecOrae living monuments to the 
faithful teachings of her who no 
longer lived. They were all proud 
of liaviuH: been a pupil under her, 
and all expressed their regret at the 
loss af such a beloved teacher. Miss 
Rice was buried at Easthampton, 
Mass., on Friday last, M<irch 16th. 

Since their hut has been fully

She 
said thai the instrument has work- 
ed wonderfully on her hearing. 
She was much rejoiced to have 
g.iined her hearing again, which 
she lost when quite yovng. To the 
doctors and those present^ it seem- 
ed ()uite wonderful to see such a 
thing happen in tlieii prp.senc(<, 
and iliey now think that the .\kon- 
phone is of great value to the deaf, 
and some day it will not be surpris- 
ing to hear that many other people 



who were deaf, have gained their 
hearing through the use or testing 
of the Akouphone. Among the 
doctors present was Dr. Charles A. 
Leale, our Consulting Physician, 
and a member of the Hoard of 
Diiectors.

as quoted in the Ainerimn Arinah 
for April 1891, page 1.54: 

" If school instruction werti all 
that is required for deaf chihlien, 
class rooins, teachers, and sf;hool 
ajti'lianees wotild fully siijiply the 
want, .'ifid there w<jnld be no neces- 
sity to question the relative- valiu 
of day-schools, or IIh^ eompleteri' ss 
of the provision made by the School 
Board of •Ix)ndon. But I do not 
think that any one thoroughly 
acquainted with the idiosyncrasy of 
deaf fdiildreti of the poor (and it 
must be twriic in mind that this is 
the class we are dealing with, riot 
the welJ-to do, who are capalilo of 
paying for the e<lu(ration of their 
ehildreii) would venture to assert 
that they could be snfficiently 
educated by attending a Hchool five 
hours a day, five days a wtek, 
like ordinary' (thildren, and this 
jierhapH for a few years only, and 
that nothing further need be done 
for them." 

On page 155 of the same number 
of the Annals is the following: 

"Dr. Buxton, who was for 
twentj'-five years at the head of the 
Liverpool In litutiori for the Di-af, 
wimre both day loijiils and l)oard- 
crs are received, stated in evidence 
before the Royal Commission that 
he considered five years instruction 
as a day scholar not more than 
equivalent to one-half tbe same 
time, si)ent as a boarder in school, 
and that in his view, superv ision, 
(■(fiiiiuuoun attendance, atid e.vira 
discipline to which children are 
made sutmervient under a l)oard- 
ing-school system, are absolutely 
IfjHt under the day school system." 
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The latter citation is especially to 
the point, since both day pupils and 
t)oarding pupils are placed in direct 
comparison under the same methods 
of insfrneiion, an<l judged by a man 
of tw. iily-five years experience in 
the work.

Prof. Kerney is favorably known 
in mi)lei|orii Iroru ocean to oceair. 

lie has lieeii \ ire-pr'esid en t of the 
N.ilioiial |)eaf .Miili' ( 'orr veri I ifin, 
which erected a line bronze statue 
at Washiitglon D, C , at a cost of 
$12,000, in memory of the father 
of deaf-mute educHtiori, (iisl siarled 
ill A iiiei ica on l.y 1 .') ,\ ca IS a;.;o. .Mr . 
Kerrrey was aia£inber 'f Mr ad- 
visory corrrmi|HHHkhe \\ 
at Chicago fortWwaf ami dumb 
!VIorcover,i)e was one of the 2/5 deaf 
delegates sent to Europe to represent 
the ilnit' d States at the internation- 
al deaf-mute coiif.'reHs at Paris. 
Afterwards he visited all the Ix-hI 
schools of this natni'f; irr Fiirope. 
.Mr. Kerney was lh«! founder and 
superirtendent of tie deaf mute 
school in Indiana at Evansville.

There are special reasons 
that the educational needs of the 
deaf and dutnbchildren in California 
shonld lie I'lok' d ;i 'lei- It in due 
to ever'\ parent u iio pi\s taxi'S for 
nrainteriance «)f the piiOlic schools 
that lire State provid<- ade<|uale 
means for ibo education of all liis 
children. The schooling of one 
costs more than that of the otlier, 
but the Stale in both e.. c -^ does the 
woi'k as che;ipl\ as il e in imm,\ out 
the terms of its eorrtrnet. It is 
|)lainl\ till' ir.icnliorr of existing law 
that llie de.il mules of (.'alifortiia, 
of a cttrlain a^c, shall be criucated 
and HUpp<irted whiln in school, at 
the expense of the State. A fflilui'e 
to furnish the neccs-ary buildings 
and all the nn an^ ii i|irisile to effecl 
le (!ndHC(Uitcmplated liy the law is 
simply a viol. ii ion of a sa<',red 
prorniH<», solemnly made by all the 
peoi)le of (Jaliforriia tlirr>ugli theii 
agents, the lioiiscsof the h gislalurf!

It would 
make them self-sniiportiiig 
members of society in the ^^\\y\r^\ 
who wonhl olhcrwise bi>coirie a 
heavy iiiiblie liiinlen, lleni'c the 
Stale, as a matter- of justice, should 
e.\teri»i its aid \o (lie e<]ucation of 
this class. Their moral right to an 



education rests on the same ground 
as I hat of hearing (diildriui. 

" Hut to establish a day school in 
every district for their benefit, 
would not only be obviously im- 
practicable and expensive, but also 
the (lay scdiool system would surely 
t!jiUH(» nrischief and confusion — 
wors(t than a Habel tower tongue. 
A well equipped State Institution 
with a large army of special assis- 
tants of ripe experience is far better 
than 1,000 smsU-potato day schools. 
California has a Slate School of this 
class at lierkeley, of which the 
superinlcndenf,, Dr. Wariinir Wil- 
kinson, has been a prominent educa- 
tor of the deaf for half a century. 
It is no idle exaggeration to say Dr. 
Wilkinson has always employed the 
th(5 best educated specialists we have 
ever looked upon in Europe arrd 
Arirerica, Wi^ would ad\isc the 
Californian/* to staml by their great 
State Institution at Berkeley, ifthey 
wish to have their deaf and dumb 
children get a practical education 
so as to bd self-supporting and use- 
ful citizens. ' 

"No iratioii in nil \\u\ world 
can rival the Cnilcd States in the 
matter of «'dueation. There are 
112 schools in this country ar- 
ranged in the highest degree of 
art and comfort for the deaf, at 
a cost of $12,80;}, 890, which has 
been th(! pride and glory of the 
American ta,vpMyers They have 
ediicaled 11,7?! de^if mutes into 
useful an ) hapi)y citizens. The 
deaf children are exceptionally 
well tau;.dit by specially qualified 
teachers; when sick, are treated by 
eiiiinen! (haMors, and watirhcd over 
by irrofessiorial nirrses; Imv(» Hp(^-

A i:ood lip-reader, l)ut has 
to resoil to i)inl and pencil among 
peojile she does not know. No 
room foi improvement ? 

Miss Z, oral graduate, education 
limited. Can read the lips and uses 
signs. Conversation very narrow 
and confined to mtu-e jol I ings .'ilVoul 
friends. <Tr.inimar very l)ad and 
broken-pieces i)icked up on th(> 
Koi)je's of South Africa and in tlte 
South Sea Islands. Spells her sur- 
name wrong, ( I called her attention 
to it last week,) had l)cen doing it 
that way for years and blusTiingly 
excused horsidf. Sh<i blames hor 
leiudiers for Imr limited oilucalion, 
because they insisted on her rtsadiug 
th«> lips and pronouncing corriu't ly, 
ev(Mi if il look a wed* to pronounce 
the Word "eagle" correclly. 

Mr. Z, oral graduate, good 
dresser whose father is iu business 
an<l well off; occni)alion entry clerk ; 
clainiH to b(< nupei'iiitond<>nt of liis 
fal lier's rsl atil isii iiii'iit . Can't write 
a sentence eonlaining luoie than 
ten words corre(!tly. Grammar 
very bad, conversation narrow, s,el- 
dom reads even the newspapers and 
in the detif [)ress looks for his name 
and cuts it out. Company of deaf 
friends talking: alioiil (iladstoiu* .'ind 
Kijilini;. Z. wanted to knnw if 
llie.\ were deaf-mutes. So nuieh 
for him, truly a shining light of 
" pure oralism. " 

Mr. A. oral graduate, with honors. 
Graduated reciting the Prayer oral- 
ly. Knows many Ihiims, le.iined 
since uraduation, that ids old (■lass- 
males do not Talks a lillle and 
conscientiously knows when to use 
pa 1 and pencil. Not a good lip- 
reader at all, and blesses the 
sign language. Declares tluil 
l)ure oralism " is ;» hnmltiig, 
and that signs musi be emi)loy(Mi 
lo illiistralo the meaiiini;s of word 
and subject — lor example: "The 
\V\n\ flew into the room throimii 
the open window." Taught by 
the "purely oral" system, he is 
ai;:iiiisl it, and is con-^idi'i ed fairly 
educati'd, though he i \ s lie has 
learned so much since school days 
by study and otisei val ion. 

The fmv cim s presented above 
are taken at random from among 
a hundred or so tuoving about in 
New York, ami while lenieiu^y has 
l»een the rule, w(> are more ])rone 
to l)lame others than llicinsi lves for 
I heir condil ion in life. (Iie.ip and 
pool' (cachers, .'ind inlViior iiielliod 
of i/istrnclion, are iespousil)h> for 
it. In eveiy case iiraminar has 
been ttadly neglected in order that 
they might read the lips a little, 
and whiidi neeessaiily ni\i rowed 
th(M'r field of study. .Some i^i.id 
n.'ilci of liiis " [)tir(> or.'il" schu.'l. 
more adept t han others, have found 
it necessary to enter a combined 
system school in order to prepare 
themselves for higher education 
and to oilier the Oallandet Pre- 
par.'iloiy Class. To possess lh(> 
ability to write Knulisli correclly, 
and to read books with an under- 
standing, is worth double, if not 
treble, the value to be able to 
read the lips a little and articulate 
a narrow mingin of l.'iiiini.'iire which 
only relat iv(>s ;ind intimate fii(Mids 
can uiidersland. 

A yonngTwoman, a Mrs. C., who 
never attended a school for the deaf, 
hei mother being her tutor, is one 
of the most intelliffent deaf-mut«s I 
have met, an accomplished lip-read- 
er and a fine conv(>rsationalist. 
Sli(> reads the lips of ,^^1 ra iiLTcrs wilh 
exceeding ease, so niueh so thai slie 
couhl r(>peal the conversation be- 
tween people on the oars and public 
places. ShM is a marvel — a prodigy.

know a Ihinir about siiriis, siddom 
meeis deaf people, and'is irarried lo 
a hearinu: gentleman. She speaks 
so plainly that I, a poor lip-reader, 
understand on the instant, and when 
I don't she resorts to tho English 
doiiblo-hand alphabet -th.-^t's her 
mod(* of lalkiiif; lo Ihe deaf and 
forgets half of it every time s1h> 
trills to use it. 

What does this last example 
show? It is simply exceptional. 
There ia a wide chasm lielween 
r/f)?v and emolument. The teacher, 
w ho enters itilo the work for tli(> 
aimiglily dollar alone, is (he one 
who makes a failure of her or his 
pupils. Without love for the work, 
to study their deaf charges and em- 
ploy every means, under a broad 
system, thoy can never hope to 
succeed.
